Redefined 



Wireless Networks, Shrinking Security Funds & 
Lackluster Success Keep IT Professionals Busy

Scott McNealy's quip over 
the death of privacy may be 
truer today than when he uttered 
it years ago. It is increasingly 
difficult for IT professionals to 
keep personal information, trade 
secrets, and other data under 
wraps. With the proliferation of 
wireless networks, fewer funds 
for security, and growing resig- 
nation about lackluster security, 
it sometimes feels like a futile 
fight to protect privacy over the 
network. 

Nevertheless, it is every 
company's duty to take privacy 
issues to heart. Businesses must 
remain vigilant to keep compa- 
ny secrets, personnel informa- 
tion, and customer records 
under wraps while staying in 
the clear of legal pitfalls when 
it comes to protecting every- 
one's privacy rights. 





Keep The Customer Satisfied 

This has not been a hallmark year for pri- 
vacy protection. In February, Bank of 
America admitted to losing credit card 
information of more than 1.2 million of its 
customers. This private — and supposedly 
secure — data was lost on a missing and 
unencrypted backup tape. 

And just this month, LexisNexis 
announced that 59 breaches into its net- 
work may have compromised over 
300,000 individuals' Social Security num- 
bers and addresses. 

Both incidents emphasize the need for 
continued improvements in the way IT han- 
dles private data. If these large enterprises 
are committing such terrible gaffes, it is 
likely that smaller companies 
have similar, if not worse, 
holes in security. 

And it is likely to not matter 
how large or small your com- 
pany is these days. Increasing 
legislation is putting the onus 
on businesses, and their IT 
departments in particular, to 
protect customer information 
at all costs. 

Data Encryption 

Every IT professional has 
heard the perils of developing 
a hard outer network shell 
without protecting the data in 
the network interior. You've 
likely heard a firewall-depen- 
dent security plan described 
as a crustacean with only an 
exoskeleton to protect the 
fleshy unencrypted innards. Or 
perhaps a more utilitarian 
description is a bank with the 
outer door locked and the vault

Overlooked Steps 

In Data Center Renovations

Congratulations, you've 
been approved to develop a big- 
ger, better, stronger data center. 
The IT budget is robust, the 
company is humming along, 
and that means more servers, 
networking equipment, and 
security appliances. Now you 
just have to build the darn thing. 
Although it means greater 
capability in the future, data 
center renovations can be diffi- 
cult. If the work is being done 
onsite, it may mean months of 
contractors, hammering, and 



dust. Offsite may bring time 
shuttling between two sites and 
more meetings than you care to 
think about. In all the flurry, 
it's easy to forget a few ele- 
ments in the renovation, but 
some steps may be more im- 
portant than others. Here are 
a few to keep in mind as the 
building begins. 

Build In Physical 
Security Controls 

With so much chatter about 
malicious hackers and other 
miscreants, IT departments 
tend to be focused on who's 



targeting their network elec- 
tronically rather than physical- 
ly. Because of this, sometimes 
security becomes lax or even 
nonexistent. If anyone can walk 
into the data center, unplug a 
piece of equipment, and carry it 
out, then it doesn't matter how 
strong the network security is. 
One way to prevent this kind of 
theft and protect access to the 



data center is with a biometrics 
device. There's a wealth of bio- 
metric options on the market 
(see the "Invest In Biometrics" 
sidebar on page 7), especially 
for the budget-conscious. 

Security controls also bring 

up the question of access. If part 

of the data center is cordoned 

off while it's being expanded, 

Go to Page 7, Column 1 






Although it means greater 

capability in the future, 

data center renovations 

can be difficult. 
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I Yahoo! Earnings, 
Revenue Surprise Analysts 

Yahoo! 's total revenue for the first 
quarter reached $1.17 billion, up 55% from 
2003. The company's international growth 
was up 124%, while its domestic revenue 
was up 37%. The future of advertising rev- 
enue was promising, too, according to 
Yahoo!, with heavy interest in text and 
graphical advertising on the search service. 
Yahoo! and Google have been competing 
in the search market for years, with Google 
typically slightly ahead in terms of adver- 
tising revenue and site use. 

I Adobe Set To Purchase Macromedia 

Adobe, headquartered in San Jose, 
Calif., is gearing up to buy San Francisco- 
based Macromedia for $3.4 billion in stock. 
The purchase would combine Adobe's and 
Macromedia's document management, 
Web publishing, and online video delivery 
tools. The new name for the combined 
company will be Adobe Systems, although 
the Macromedia name will remain as a 
software brand. Both companies say the 
main reason for the merge is future growth, 
as the combined company plans to develop 
graphics automation and dynamic forms for 
users to create, change, and share informa- 
tion online. 

I Qwest, Vonage Work Together 
For VoIP 911 Calls 

Qwest Communications has agreed to 
grant Vonage access to its 911 infrastruc- 
ture. Until now, Qwest, along with the 
other Bell operating companies — SBC, 
BellSouth, and Verizon — have not allowed 
VoIP providers such as Vonage to access 
their 911 networks, which link the emer- 
gency call centers throughout the country. 
Qwest' s 911 calling infrastructure operates 
in 14 states. Analysts expect the other Bell 



operating companies will eventually fall in 
line with Qwest. BellSouth and Verizon 
have begun trials or are expected to soon; 
SBC has been more reluctant. 

I Extensive Marketing Campaign 
For Windows 

Microsoft will launch a 15-month 
advertising campaign to boost enthusiasm 
for its Windows products and showcase all 
of their features. The campaign, targeting 
audiences in 11 countries through televi- 
sion, online, and print ads, is celebrating 
the upcoming 20th anniversary of the 
debut of Windows. It's also building up to 
Microsoft's Longhorn release, slated for 
the 2006 holiday season. A beta version of 
Longhorn is set to be released this sum- 
mer. Just as Microsoft is launching this 
campaign, its rival Apple Computer is 
preparing to release its new operating sys- 
tem, Mac OS X 10.4 Tiger, at the end of 
this month. 

I Former CEO Of WorldCom 
Asks For New Trial 

Bernard Ebbers, WorldCom's ex-CEO, 
is seeking a new trial after being found 
guilty last month on one count of conspir- 
acy, one count of securities fraud, and 
seven counts of false regulatory filings 
with the SEC. Ebbers' conviction came 
after a federal jury decided he engineered 
the $11 billion accounting fraud that 
brought down telecommunications giant 
WorldCom. Ebbers claims the judge in 
that trial made unfair rulings. If his 
request for a new trial is denied, he still 
has the option of taking his case to a fed- 
eral appeals court. 

I Intel's Inventory Of Some Components 
Tighter Than Expected 

Intel reports that its supply of 
chipsets and mobile processors is lower 



than it would prefer it to be, although the 
inventory isn't so tight that it's hurting 
the company's revenue and earnings. 
Intel has been trying to keep its supply 
of certain components up, specifically 
those that are integrated into its strategy 
of creating platforms instead of just sell- 
ing processors. To solve the short- 
age problem, Intel says it plans to 
increase capital spending for the remain- 
der of the year. 

I Memory Prices 
Will Continue To Drop 

Prices for 256MB DRAM chips could 
drop to $2 or below, a steal for companies 
looking to upgrade RAM but a potential 
blow for memory manufacturers. If prices 
continue to drop, analysts expect DDR2 
memory to overtake DRAM later this year 
as the most popular type of memory 
because profit margins on the new RAM 
are much greater. As prices fall, analysts 
also expect 512MB chips to replace 
256MB ones as the leading sellers. 

I Sales Up For 
High-Performance Servers 

In a sign of continued economic recov- 
ery, IDC reports that the high-perfor- 



mance technical server market grew 30% 
last year with $7.25 billion in revenue, 
while the market for low-end servers for 
the technical field grew 65%. IDC expects 
the market, which consists primarily of 
servers targeted toward clustering and 
supercomputing in educational and enter- 
prise research areas, to continue to grow 
over the next couple of years, but at a 
much more moderate pace. 

I HP Plans Increased Efforts 
ForSMBs 

To improve its partner engagements 
with SMBs, HP is planning to introduce 
compensation changes designed to make 
its call center more partner- friendly. The 
compensation changes will specifically 
affect HP direct-sales call center repre- 
sentatives and will also address new con- 
flict-escalation processes. HP says it has 
completed its plan to increase the number 
of accounts to partners in the enterprise 
segment, so now it is shifting the empha- 
sis to SMB partnership engagements. In 
other HP news, the company offered a 
buyout package to some employees in its 
imaging and printing unit. The buyout 
was part of the restructuring plan 
announced in November.

Tips That Will Help 
Ensure Privacy

According to the Computer 
Security Institute and the FBI, 
data theft has grown more than 
650% over the past three years. 
Both sources say that companies 
are realizing the importance of 
preventing internal leaks of finan- 
cial, nonpublic, and proprietary 
information. On top of this, IBM 
and Ponemon Institute claim that 
companies are spending more on 
privacy activities as their privacy 



Best Tip 



If an unauthorized gains access 
to your information, encryption 
can give you a separate layer 
of protection. 

Encrypt your data. Encryption is 
the key to privacy. If a hacker 
breaks through a firewall, com- 
pany data has a better chance of 
staying private if it is encrypted. 
Encrypting company laptops and 
devices used from remote loca- 
tions, such as wireless devices, is 
also advisable. There are several 
companies offering solutions to 
encrypt enterprise data (PC 
Guardian Technologies, for exam- 
ple). Be sure to upgrade encryp- 
tion applications over time. 



programs mature. The annual cost 
of privacy programs is reaching 
about $15 million in the late 
stages of program maturation. 

As important as it is to keep the 
wrong information out, it is just 
as important to keep the right 
information where it belongs: 
inside the company network. 
Data theft and the cost of privacy 



programs are both growing like 
wildfire, so privacy should be 
high up on any company's priori- 
ty list. Here are a number of sim- 
ple, cost-effective tips you can 
use to improve the privacy of 
your company's information. 

Define rules for appropriate 
use. Greg Farris, senior product 
marketing manager for Vorme- 
tric, a provider of enterprise secu- 
rity solutions, says it's important 
to ensure that company policy 
relative to sensitive data security 
is up-to-date. "Companies that 
have accumulated personal data 
from customers or third parties 
or valuable digital information 
assets through their business 
activities may not have updated 
their company policies that 
address the appropriate use of 
such data. Creating classifica- 
tions for such data and defining 
the rules for appropriate use is 
fundamental to a secure business 
environment." 

Enforce strong password poli- 
cies. Strong passwords are the 
fundamentals of privacy and secu- 
rity and should also be top priori- 
ty. Passwords should be strong 
enough that they cannot be easily 
cracked, but not to the extent that 
they need to be written down. 
Passwords should also be changed 
at regular intervals or anytime an 
employee with access to pass- 
words leaves the company. 

Identify and classify sensitive 
data. Sensitive information that 
should be protected against in- 
appropriate use can be found 
throughout any organization. By 
identifying the location of such 
data and classifying it by confi- 
dentiality, an organization can 
begin to define requirements for 
safeguarding such information. 
Some areas that need protection 
include Social Security numbers, 
personal identification numbers, 



account numbers, credit card 
numbers, and other types of struc- 
tured information. 

Apply a monitoring and en- 
forcement system. The ability 
to monitor and enforce poli- 
cy adherence is critical when 



Processes and procedures for the 
handling of confidential data 
should be defined and, where pos- 
sible, technically enforced." 

Keep access controls for users 
or groups up-to-date. Using 
Active Directory or LDAP to 




protecting confidential infor- 
mation. Network control points 
should monitor information usage 
and traffic, verifying compliance 
with company policies and carry- 
ing out consequences for pol- 
icy violation. A good monitoring 
system will accurately identify 
threats and prevent them from 
passing network control points. 
Monitoring systems should also 
have strong identification abili- 
ties to avert false alarms and stop 
illegitimate traffic. 

Train employees and contrac- 
tors on appropriate use. Farris 
says knowledge is sometimes the 
best medicine. "Ensure that users 
of data understand their respon- 
sibilities in regard to the access- 
ing and viewing of sensitive 
information, as well as their limi- 
tations based on need-to-know 
and appropriate-use principles. 



restrict accessibility to informa- 
tion on a need-to-know basis is a 
first layer of defense for keeping 
internal users honest. 

Control root users. Limit the 
number of users with root-level 
privileges and ensure that only 
one administrator can use that 
privilege at any one time. This 
will allow audit logs to better 
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track access and changes to sensi- 
tive corporate data. In other 
words, only a limited number of 
users should be using the keys to 
the kingdom. 

Avoid social engineers. Social 
engineers are extremely crafty 
at penetrating otherwise well- 
protected networks. Company 
employees should be educated 
about the nature of social engi- 
neers and the methods they use 
to trick employees into revealing 
sensitive company information. 
Gartner claims that social engi- 
neering will be the greatest secu- 
rity risk facing large companies 
over the next 10 years. Social 
engineers might contact you by 
email or phone or even appear 
in person. 

Destroy old data accordingly. 
When disposing of used equip- 
ment, it may be best to physically 
destroy the media first (hard 
drives, CDs, tapes, and diskettes) 
or hire a company that specializes 
in destroying this type of equip- 
ment. If used equipment is being 
sold, ensure that all important 
records are backed up and then 
permanently deleted before the 
equipment is sold. Enterprises 
should also establish a timeline 
for data retention. 

Store your data wisely. Com- 
pany users should be instructed 
to save data to network drives 
(not to C: hard drives, which are 
much less secure). If a user's 
hard drive is stolen, information 
that is stored on the network 
remains protected. 

When it comes to privacy, the 
matter is keeping information 
from leaving the company net- 
work. These tips will help in that 
pursuit. Protecting your com- 
pany's information requires an 
understanding of current business 
processes, the identification of 
sensitive data, and monitoring the 
flow of that data. Ultimately, the 
importance lies in the potential 
costs and consequences of not pri- 
vatizing company information. 



Quickest To Implement 



Firewalls are the front door to the corporate network. They act as effective 
barriers to would-be hackers and unauthorized users but are useless if that 
door is left wide open. 

Batten down the router/firewalls. This is sometimes overlooked by IT man- 
agers. Before a company router/firewall is installed, it ships with a default 
password. Upon installation security devices should have their passwords 
changed. Good Internet hackers know the typical default passwords to such 
devices. Wireless network administrators should also enable WEP to keep 
company information private.

door open, or . . . well, you get the picture. 
But what do all of these extended 
metaphors point to? How do you lock the 
outside door and the vault door? 

To truly protect privacy, an organization 
must emphasize data protection. This 
means encryption and controls on who 
accesses the information. 

While convenience may predicate giving 
full access to database information to IT 
workers, it is important to remember how 
dangerous that can be. Identity theft is most 
often perpetrated by employees with access 



If Privacy Has Been 
Breached 



When security has been breached, it is 
often difficult for businesses to know what 
to do. Oftentimes businesses can put 
employees or consumers at risk by waiting 
too long to inform them that their private 
information has been compromised. 
Fortunately, the FTC recently developed 
an information kit that provides advice for 
businesses on what to do if a security 
breach occurs. 

The tips include law enforcement contact 
information, business contact information for 
the three major credit reporting agencies, 
suggestions for establishing an internal 
communication protocol, information on con- 
tacting the FTC for assistance, and a 
detailed explanation of what individuals 
need to know. Information can be found at 
www.consumer.gov/idtheft. 



to sensitive data. Many analysts recom- 
mend a policy of granting database access 
on only an as-needed basis. 

In addition, adequate encryption from the 
database level all the way down to backups 
can help prevent privacy from being com- 
promised from inside the firewall. It is like- 
ly that if Bank of America had encryption 
measures in place for backups, customer 
information would have never been vulner- 
able to that tape loss. 

Employee Privacy: Does It Exist? 

One of the trickiest aspects of privacy is 
weighing the interests of the company with 
those of the employees. In regards to what 
they do and say via the company's com- 
puters, the courts have typically come 
down in favor of your right to keep track 
of activities on company equipment. But 
the matter of employee privacy is more 
complicated than deciding whether you 
have the right to spy. 

Though legal precedence is likely to be 
in your favor, there is the little matter of 
employee goodwill to deal with. True, it 
is important to track mail from time to 
time to ensure that your company secrets 
aren't being sent all over the Web or to 
make sure users aren't mailing out inap- 
propriate jokes. 

But how far are you willing to go to 
ensure employees are working 100% of 
the time without checking CNN.com 
throughout the day? Only top management 
can answer that question. While most 
employees understand that it is in the best 
interest of the company to monitor online 
activities, many don't cotton to an 
Orwellian atmosphere. It is important to 



pick your battles and, if you would like to 
foster a healthy environment, to put your 
employees on notice with a comprehen- 
sive privacy policy. 

If you do put a privacy policy into a doc- 
ument, you must also be aware of its rami- 
fications. Generally speaking you don't 
have to have a policy document in place to 
justify observing on the sly, but once you 
do distribute one to employees, you are 
legally expected to honor it. So if you tell 
employees that email and phone calls will 
not be monitored without their knowledge, 
you had better tell people when they are 
being watched. 

With Privilege Comes Responsibility 

Beyond maintaining a good relation- 
ship with employees, the other face of the 
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apartments under their stolen identities.

It goes to show how easily personnel 
information can be stolen when the compa- 
ny chooses not to safeguard it. Taking 
responsibility for employee records goes 
part and parcel with your right to keep 
track of employees on the clock. 

Legislation On The Horizon 

Privacy is a tricky thing in the legal 
world. Legislators are still dealing with the 
relatively new crime of identity theft, and 
the lines can often be fuzzy when it comes 
to culpability in the event of data theft. 

However, more often than not, business- 
es are getting nailed by employees and

workplace privacy coin is your responsi- 
bility to keep their personal information 
secret. As with customers, businesses rou- 
tinely keep employees' personal informa- 
tion on file. But unlike customer informa- 
tion, employee records tend to be more 
complete and less protected. 

Ignoring the responsibility to your 
employees can have legal repercussions. 

In 2002 Ligand Pharmaceuticals of San 
Diego was sued by more than three dozen 
employees after their personnel records 
were stolen by a different employee 
who opened credit cards and even rented 



customers who have been harmed by less 
than sterling security practices. It is safest 
to assume that you will be fully liable for 
loss. Following the LexisNexis debacle, 
Congress has been harrumphing over the 
relative ease with which businesses trade 
people's information electronically without 
their knowledge. 

Already, legislators are looking into laws 
that regulate the sale and transmission of 
information such as Social Security num- 
bers. Keep your eyes peeled for this one, as 
it could make the IT legal minefield even 
more hazardous to tread.

and out and when. Equipment theft 
is a concern, but so is accidental 
tampering.

Anticipate Additional Growth 

If the company is doing well 
enough to expand the data center, 
it's likely that it will keep doing 
well, so pursuing a renovation that 
just serves current needs means 
more construction down the line. 
It's better to build more than you 
need, if possible, than to get into a 
cycle of renovation every few 
years. "When doing any kind of 
renovation, make it at least a five- 
year plan and ideally a 10-year 
plan," says Ryan Theil, vice presi- 
dent at Kidwell Communications, a

Make Sure Temperature 
Controls Are Appropriate 

Sometimes when a data center is 
being expanded, IT departments 
assume that temperature monitors 
and cooling systems will be enough 
to cover the extra space. But when 
summer temperatures soar and 
humidity gets uncomfortable, that 
can be a dangerous assumption. 
Carl Claunch, Gartner Group ana- 
lyst, notes that installing more high- 
density machines will naturally 
raise the temperature level, which 
means more controls are needed. 

"There are systems designed to 
minimize floor space use, but usu- 
ally the trade-off is that they drive 
up the power density of the facili- 
ty," says Claunch. "Data center 
managers have to be especially 
careful about making sure that

network design firm. "Especially if 
you're planning cabling and sub- 
floors, you have to think about 
your future needs." 

Although technology is slim- 
ming down somewhat, making for 
smaller form factors, it's difficult 
to predict what's around the corner. 
So giving the data center some 
extra room is an insurance policy 



the airflow is allowing for proper 
temperature control." Without ade- 
quate ventilation, especially inside 
a raised floor, a data center can get 
too hot too fast. Just because the air 
conditioning system is pumping 
cool air from the vents doesn't 
mean the room is being adequately 
cooled. The only way to know for 
sure is to install appropriate moni- 



tors (see the "Keeping Your Cool" 
sidebar) and talk to your contractor 
about additional ventilation and 
cooling options. 

Create A Backup Plan In Case 
Of Construction Delays 

It would be nice if every project 
was completed on time and on bud- 
get. But that's not the way it is in 
construction, just as it isn't in IT. 
Unexpected problems, new de- 
mands, and building material avail- 
ability can all contribute to delay. If 
a renovation project involves rent- 
ing space elsewhere in another data 
center, be sure to either have an 
open contract in terms of time or 
build in more time than you think 
you need, by at least a month. That 
way you won't find yourself get- 
ting kicked out of a temporary 
space without a shiny new data 
center to move into. 

Check Your Power 

Just because a renovation can be 
put into the budget doesn't mean 
there will automatically be enough 
power for additional equipment. 
"Electricity is something that peo- 
ple don't really think about; they 
only notice it when it's not there," 
says Mike Hellman, marketing 
manager at Siemens Energy & 
Automation. Another issue, he 
notes, is the quality of the power. 
Sometimes a system that was 
working well will suddenly sputter 
when overtaxed by new equipment. 
Hellman' s recommendation is to 
invest in more redundancy systems 
that don't require electrical connec- 
tions, such as battery-fueled gener- 
ators.

Regulatory Requirements Put Spotlight 
On Securing User & Enterprise Information

Arguably the primary objective of a 
network administrator or data center 
manager is to ensure network connec- 
tivity and enable users to access data 
and network resources. However, a 
close second to that goal is the task of 
protecting or securing that same data to 
ensure it is accessed only by those users 
authorized to do so. Recent laws and 
regulations such as Sarbanes-Oxley, 
GLBA, HIPAA, and others place a bur- 
den on corporations to protect certain 
kinds of data, particularly personally 
identifiable information. 

Decide What To Protect 

The first step in effectively protecting 
the private and confidential data on your 
network is to determine which data 
needs protecting and how much security 
is adequate to protect it. Earl Crane, a 
professional services consultant with 
Foundstone Professional Services, says, 
"A risk assessment is used to identify 
sensitive assets and data and create miti- 
gation strategies to reduce risk on identi- 
fied systems. One of the big advantages of a 
risk assessment is it allows you to spend 
your remediation dollars on the most critical 
assets, putting out the biggest fires first." 

George Kurtz, senior vice president of 
risk management for McAfee's Foundstone 
division, adds it's also important to have 
well-defined policies and classify data that

needs protecting. "Effective and specific 
policies need to be created that outline 
how, when, and why information should be 
protected. Having an information classifi- 
cation policy is critical to success. If you 
don't know what data needs protected 
because you haven't classified it, it will be 
much harder to be successful." 



Before researching the latest technolo- 
gies and investing large amounts of money 
in whiz-bang security solutions, you should 
first use the tools already at your disposal. 
Administrators must be fully aware of the 
security capabilities and monitoring and 
logging functionality of their operating sys- 
tems and applications. 



On Windows-based systems, administra- 
tors can ensure that effective passwords are 
used and that file and folder permissions 
are properly configured to restrict 
access to private data. There are also 
built-in encryption technologies such 
as EFS (encrypted file system) that can 
be used to further protect the data. 
Security auditing should also be en- 
abled so the logs can be used as a 
means of monitoring security or for 
investigating any suspicious activity. 

Once the existing tools and process- 
es have been exhausted, you can begin 
to investigate other technologies 
and devices that can provide more, or 
better, protection. Kurtz says, "Com- 
panies can implement various tech- 
nologies to protect against attack, like 
a vulnerability management system in 
combination with an IPS. This can be 
layered with encryption of the data. It 
is important to remember that just 
encrypting data alone is not sufficient 
without identifying and fixing vulner- 
abilities, since these vulnerabilities 
can be used to get to the data even if it 
is encrypted." 

Review The Protection Periodically 

Assessing and classifying your data 
assets and applying the necessary 
processes, tools, and technologies to ade- 
quately secure them is great, but it is not a 
one-time deal. Over time data will be 
added, removed, or moved to different 
folders; users will come and go; access 
rights will change; new attacks or security 
holes will emerge; and new security tools 
and technologies will be developed. 

Part of defining the process for protect- 
ing the data must also include a timeframe 
to perform a periodic review of the protec- 
tion. It may be semiannual, annual, or 
whatever you determine to be a sufficient 
period of time to effectively assure that the 
data protection continues to perform ade- 
quately. Depending on the industry, there 
may also be state or federal regulations 
such as Sarbanes-Oxley, HIPAA, GLBA, 
or others that mandate periodic assessments 
of the data protection measures. 

Make sure you are aware of any laws or 
regulations that apply to your data, but 
even if no such laws apply to you, you 
should ensure that the existing security 
tools are configured properly, monitored 
regularly, and maintained properly. You 



Systems 



Intrusion detection systems and intrusion pre- 
vention systems are two security technolo- 
gies that can help to protect and secure pri- 
vate information on your network. While IDS 
and IPS have been around for some time 
now, there are some emerging approaches 
that make the technologies stronger. 

Corey White, a professional services con- 
sultant with Foundstone Professional 
Services, a division of McAfee, describes 
the evolution from IDS to IPS: "The problem 
with [IDS] is that the attack is already suc- 
cessful, if it is not a false positive. IDS solu- 
tions are not proactive; they are reactive in 
nature and do not prevent attack. Most ven- 
dors have changed their approach toward 
IPS solutions recently. Intrusion prevention 
simply makes sense in comparison to just 
detecting an attack occurred. By the time 
the administrator is alerted, your company 
jewels are gone." 

John Vecchi, senior product marketing man- 
ager for McAfee's IntruShield, points out that 
aside from the transition from pure detection, 
as in an IDS, to a proactive response and 
remediation, as in an IPS, there are also 
some other recent changes. 

"We've seen IPS technology and customer 
needs evolve significantly over the past few 
years. Major evolutionary shifts in the tech- 
nology have included the need for purpose- 
built network IPS appliances, as opposed to 
PC-based, to deliver the kind of processing 
power and performance required for deploy- 
ing the technology in high-bandwidth, mis- 
sion-critical enterprise environments with 
very low latency." 

There has been a convergence of network 
security technologies to provide multifunction 
appliances that include IDS/IPS, as well as 
firewall, content-filtering, antivirus, or other 
security functionality. The challenge is provid- 
ing adequate security in a single device with- 
out impacting the overall bandwidth or pro- 
cessing speed of the appliance. 

As the technology has evolved and improved, 
the focus has also shifted some, according to 
Vecchi. "The need to protect [the] traditional 
network perimeter [has] broadened to the 
need for broad deployment— perimeter, core, 
branch, [and] B2B— and the need for product 
functionality [has] broadened to the need for 
vendor security credibility/competency and 
long-term viability."

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A Private Matter 



Are Policies Enough To Protect 
Personal Or Sensitive Information?

Any company with a 

Web site should consider 
publishing a public policy 
that addresses the protec- 
tion of personal data sub- 
mitted by Web site visitors 
or others submitting poten- 
tially sensitive information. 
The same need for a priva- 
cy policy applies to moni- 
toring employee computer 
use in the workplace. When 
employees take legal ac- 
tion against their employer 
for monitoring, they usual- 
ly do so under invasion of 
privacy actions. 

To help prevent this type 
of (sometimes costly) law- 
suit, employers need to establish a pri- 
vacy policy and make certain it specif- 
ically addresses all important, perti- 
nent issues, including any special 
legal requirements that may be applic- 
able to a particular business. With no 
policy in place, individual employees 
are left to decide whether to take any 
account of privacy, and a free-for-all 
can ensue. 

Everyone's Business 

Privacy is an individual's right to 
control his personal information. 
When it comes to issues of computer 
usage, many fear the misuse of such 
personal information. 

"In a nutshell, the policy needs to 
explain what the company — meaning 
the body corporate, ideally including 
all employees, consultants/contractors, 
and business partners who come into 
contact with submitted information — 
does with the information it collects 
and formally confirm that appropriate 




Data Protection 
Acts 



In his July 1 1 , 2001 , testimony before 
the Committee on Commerce, Science 
and Transportation of the U.S. Senate, 
Marc Rotenberg, executive director of 
the Electronic Privacy Information 
Center, said, "In poll after poll, the pub- 
lic has made clear that it is concerned 
about the loss of personal privacy and 
that it believes it is appropriate and 
necessary for the government to act." 
There are several acts, such as 
California's SB 1386, that address 
privacy concerns. 

European countries, for example, have 
adopted into law the basic rights of indi- 
viduals to restrict the ways in which 
information about them may be used or 
communicated to third parties. "In 
effect, individuals [data subjects] 'own' 
their personal data. This is fundamen- 
tally different to the traditional North 
American approach where, in effect, 
organizations that hold or process per- 
sonal data 'own' it. Openly inviting visi- 
tors to opt-in to marketing communica- 
tions, and of course complying with 
their wishes, is one way to satisfy both 
requirements. 'Informed opt-in' is there- 
fore a conventional part of most privacy 
policies in practice," says IsecT CEO 
Dr. Gary Hinson. 



security measures are employed to 
protect the information against inap- 
propriate use or disclosure," says Dr. 
Gary Hinson, CEO of independent 
consulting firm IsecT. 

It is important that people's pri- 
vate information is kept secure and 
that those who have access to it 
understand their duty of care. There 
is also the importance of customer 
information to the company itself. 
This can sometimes be the main 
"worth" of the company and as such 
needs to be protected. 

Hinson, the creator of NoticeBored 
security awareness products, says there 
are plenty of examples available on the 
Web to use as templates for creating 
privacy policies, although companies 
would be well advised to seek the 
approval of legal and marketing profes- 
sionals before publishing their own. 
Some useful resources are the Direct 
Marketing Association's free Web 
application to generate your own 
privacy policy (www.the-dma.org 
/privacy/creating. shtml) and the P3P 
(Platform for Privacy Preferences Proj- 
ect) initiative to promote machine- 
readable Web site privacy policies 
(www. w3 .org/P3P/introduc tion.html). 

Create The Policy 

To publish a policy, senior manage- 
ment has to consider the issue first 
and then write and issue the policy, 
checking to see that it is appropriate. 
Management review and approval are 
valuable exercises. Policies are the 
starting point for formal controls 
imposed or mandated by management. 
Because this can be difficult for small- 
er companies to regulate, management 
should extend this responsibility 
company- wide. 

When it comes to the policies them- 
selves, plain-English privacy policies 
are generally recommended, but an 
additional level of sophistication is 
available through machine-readable 
(XML-encoded) privacy policies. 
These are primarily for the benefit 
of visitors using privacy-enabled 
browsers capable of blocking or per- 
mitting access to certain types of Web 
sites according to their privacy poli- 
cies. For more information, see 
www.p3pwriter.com/Privacy_Policy 
_FAQ.asp. 

Internal corporate privacy policies 
are another matter. "Practically all 
organizations handle sensitive personal 
data, for example information on their 



employees. There are clearly informa- 
tion security aspects to the collection, 
storage, processing, and disclosure of 
such information that 
should be covered by a 
range of internal informa- 
tion security policies and 
controls," says Hinson. 

Hinson adds that the for- 
mal manner of developing 
these is to conduct a risk 
assessment; review and 
document the security re- 
quirements for personal 
and perhaps other forms of 
sensitive data; and then 
design, develop, document, 
implement, and manage a 
suitable set of controls. 
The shortcut/action-orient- 
ed/priority method starts by 
protecting the most sensi- 
tive types of information 
against unauthorized ac- 
cess, gradually working 
down to the least sensitive. In both 
cases management should clarify 
suitable policies. 



Key Policy 
Elements 



Computer-use and/or privacy policies 
should only be used to achieve specific 
company goals, such as stopping 
release of sensitive information, pro- 
hibiting copyright infringement, address- 
ing specific privacy issues, and ensur- 
ing that employees do not use company 
computers to create a hostile work envi- 
ronment for others. 

According to GAO's analysis of recom- 
mended computer-use policies, the key 
elements of your policy should include: 

• Statements that company computing 
systems are provided as tools for 
business and all information created, 
accessed, or stored using these sys- 
tems is the property of the company 
and subject to monitoring, auditing, 
or review 

• The improper Employee Uses 
Statements, indicating that certain 
uses of company computers are 
inappropriate, including specific 
notice banning offensive materials 
(for example, obscenity, sexual con- 
tent, racial slurs, derogation of peo- 
ple's personal characteristics, and 
language) and relating email and 
Internet use to general prohibitions 
of harassment 

• Allowable Employee Uses 
Statements explaining proper or 
acceptable uses of company sys- 
tems, including whether personal 
use is permitted 

• Protecting Sensitive Company 
Information Statements providing 
instructions for handling proprietary 
information on company systems 

• Disciplinary Action Statements stat- 
ing that there are penalties and disci- 
plinary actions for violations of com- 
pany usage policy 

• An Employee Acknowledgement of 
Policy Statement requiring that 
employees demonstrate they under- 
stand the company policy and 
acknowledge their responsibility to 
adhere to that policy

Security Solutions 



Smaller, More Focused Vendors 
Are Sometimes The Best Bet

• • • 

The top-gun security and pri- 
vacy solution providers are almost 
always the most visible, but that 
doesn't necessarily make them 
better. Sometimes the smaller guy 
can offer a superior fit for what 
you need. 

In many cases small security 
product and service vendors say 
they can offer small to medium- 
sized enterprises solutions that 
larger firms just don't have. 
Besides an often one-size-fits-all 
approach, a smaller firm also has 
more leeway to adapt its solutions 
to the particular needs of your 
problem and react more quickly 
to your needs, they say. 

"From a general perspective, 
large security firms' offerings are 
often too comprehensive, too 
large, and too complex for the 
average SME, especially when you 
start getting into compliance- 
oriented solutions," says Ross 
Armstrong, Info-Tech Research 
Group analyst. (Disclosure: Info- 
Tech analysts write a twice-month- 
ly column for Processor.) 

In this article, we take a look at 
several firms that, while relatively 
small, have already begun to carve 
a niche for network security and 
privacy applications. While the 
sector has probably only started to 
grow, some of the companies we 
looked at have also probably just 
begun to grow, as well.

AirDefense 

AirDefense's Battle 

For Your Wireless Protection 

So what specifically might a 
small security solutions provider 
offer that a larger player might 
not be able to provide? In the 
wireless sector, for example, 
AirDefense says it is more in tune 
with its customers' needs. 



"Bigger organizations don't 
necessarily understand what their 
customers are trying to do," says 
Richard Rushing, CTO for 
AirDefense. "When the customer 
says, 'I need this,' it's really a 
question of taking a step back and 
asking, 'What is it really that you 
are trying to do to make you think 
that you really need this?'" 

Smaller firms are also better 
equipped to implement technology 
faster than the larger com- 
panies, Rushing says. "It is 
the nature of a smaller orga- 
nization. We have about 37 
developers. When we see 
something that pops up, we 
say we need to write this, 
and it's done in a day be- 
cause we can concentrate 
on [the task]," he says. "If 
you are a big organization, 
things sometimes take a 
long, long time to do." 

In April AirDefense 
launched a commercial- 
grade Bluetooth-monitoring 
solution called Bluewatch 
for PDAs. The application 
is designed to help identify 
rogue and detect insecure 
Bluetooth devices wireless- 
ly by illustrating connectivity 
between different devices and 
pinpointing services available on 
each device, including network 
access, fax, and audio gateway. 
The device is designed to prevent 
black-hat hackers from stealing 
users' calendars, contact lists, 
email, or text messages with a 
Bluetooth connection. 

AirDefense BlueWatch is part 
of the AirDefense family of prod- 
ucts, which provides wireless 
intrusion prevention that identi- 
fies wireless activities of 802.11, 
as well as Bluetooth connections. 
The company's flagship product, 
AirDefense Enterprise, uses dis- 
tributed sensors to monitor the 
airwaves and communicate back 
to a central server appliance. 



e-DMZ's Niche 

e-DMZ Security says its co- 
managed firewall and intrusion 
detection services for high-risk 
financial services, pharmaceutical, 
and industrial networks represent 
niche offerings that are hard to find 
anywhere else from a third party, 
especially from a large firm. 

In general you are going to get 
a lot more interaction directly 




with the developer, compared to 
what a larger firm might offer, 
Kris Zupan, CEO of e-DMZ, 
says. "There are fewer people 
involved," he says. 

e-DMZ's flagship products, 
eGuardPost and PAR (Password 
Auto Repository), address specific 
key-logging and password deposi- 
tory problems that you probably 
will never find from a large solu- 
tions provider, Zupan says. "These 
products are niche from the per- 
spective that they are not enterprise 
identity or authentication systems 
and a lot of times, because they are 
ones that [don't address] large, 
global problems, the big companies 
don't put a solution out there." 

e-DMZ's eGuardPost software 
allows you to register all key 



strokes and activity between dif- 
ferent systems and a remote serv- 
er. The software lets you play 
back the keystrokes and see the 
effects on the system, eliminating 
the need to visualize and imagine 
the commands. Encryption pro- 
tects data from the client to 
eGuardPost and from eGuardPost 
to the target system. Support secu- 
rity protocols include SSH, VNC 
(Virtual Network Computing), and 
RDP (Remote Desktop Protocol). 
Encryption is supported for con- 
nections from the client to 
eGuardPost and from eGuardPost 
to the target systems. The 
software is especially ap- 
plicable to recording the use 
of sensitive data by third- 
party vendors, the company 
says, so that the reviewer 
can see the activity in the 
same fashion as the original 
user, instead of trying to 
reconstruct events from the 
audit logs. 

e-DMZ Security's PAR 
allows for individual ac- 
countability, dual control, 
and an audit trail for the 
changing and release of 
shared administrative IDs, 
such as Root on Unix and 
Administrator on Windows. 
A command-line interface 
functionality included in 
PAR allows customers to integrate 
PAR with their existing systems' 
management tools (such as patch 
management or vulnerability 
assessment) or to finally remove 
hard-coded passwords from scripts.

Caymas' Total Web 
Application Access 

Caymas says it has successfully 
carved out a niche with identity- 
driven access gateways that it 
says are the only solutions that 
support hundreds to thousands 
of internal and remote users, 
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devices, and resources on a single 
platform. Caymas' technology, 
the company says, allows its 
products to tie access control and 
security decisions to the identity 
of users, devices, and resources. 

Caymas' recently introduced 
Web Relay, for example, enables 
customers to have universal access 
to Web-based interface resources. 
With an increasing number of 
business applications moving to 
Web platforms, there is a need for 
SSL VPN solutions to provide 
access without making changes or 
imposing client-based access 
methods. Traditional SSL VPNs 
require URL rewriting to provide 
clientless access, causing sophisti- 
cated Web applications to break, 
the company says. When Web 
applications are not supported, tra- 
ditional SSL VPNs fall back to 
access methods requiring a client 
to be installed, eliminating the 
main business benefit of SSL 
VPNs. Caymas' Web Relay guar- 
antees clientless access to any Web 
application, with no URL rewrite 
or client software required, the 
company claims. 

"Businesses are expanding their 
use of Web-based applications, 
and more and more applications 
are becoming Web-enabled," says 
Jason Wright, an analyst for Frost 
and Sullivan. "Solutions that 
make Web application access eas- 
ier for enterprise IT managers and 
end users alike represent a posi- 
tive direction for the industry."

IT admins are well acquainted 
with dedicated central unit proces- 
sors and graphics processors for 
PCs and servers, but now security 
applications increasingly demand 
hardware solutions based on dedi- 
cated processors, as well. Formed 
less than three years ago, Sensory 
Networks says its recently intro- 
duced NodalCore-X processor 
offers a pattern-matching engine 
and a memory architecture that the 
company says gives a 20 times 
boost to antivirus, spam filtering, 
anti-spyware, and other opera- 
tions.

e-DMZ Security Offers Control 
Through Its eGuardPost Appliance

To help its staff provide some of the 
company's security managed services, 
e-DMZ Security developed a version of a 
T-filter (think of a plumbing T connection) 
proxy to monitor and copy keystroke/ 
mouse input and responses sent by an 
administrator or developer (not an end 
user) to a server. 

This tool proved so useful that the com- 
pany has released it as a product, its 
eGuardPost security management appli- 
ance, to give companies a control point for 
managing system administrator remote 
connections for protected environments. 

eGuardPost captures a copy of com- 
mands sent to a given server, and its 
responses, for later playback. "This lets 
reviewers see what was done and its results 
on the system, eliminating the need to visu- 
alize the commands," says Kris Zupan, 
CEO/CTO of e-DMZ. 

"Instead of doing a file-based com- 
parison, which can be hard in a Windows 



environment, eGuardPost lets you track the 
session activity," says Zupan. This type of 
proxy monitoring has been 
available for financial sys- 
tems on Unix. According 
to Zupan, "eGuardPost 
offers a similar type of 
control that also works for 
Windows systems." 

Uses for eGuardPost in- 
clude observing adminis- 
trative connections, such 
as people doing remote 
support of servers. "Those are the highest- 
risk connections; your company is con- 
cerned about the auditability and account- 
ability of what they've done, especially as 
more patch and vulnerability management 
is outsourced. Customers of MSSPs (Man- 
aged Security Service Providers) want bet- 
ter transparency into what's being done on 
their behalf," Zupan says. 

"It's also useful for monitoring produc- 
tion support by developers. Because of the 
Sarbanes-Oxley Act, companies need a true 



accounting of everything a developer does 
to a production system," Zupan notes. "Or 
for monitoring process control environ- 
ments, such as SCADA-type systems that 
control processes, ... we provide an addi- 
tional way to monitor, so there's a full

accounting of everything that is done to a 
system." 

eGuardPost differs from other forms of 
network monitoring in several ways. Zupan 
says, "The questions are, who can access a 
protected system, how, and who did and 
what did they do? Firewalls, 
especially ones that do 
authentication, can take care 
of who and how, only allow- 
ing certain sessions through. 
But firewalls don't answer 
'what did they do?' And 
they can't stop an authorized 
person from making a mis- 
take. eGuardPost lets you 
watch everything that's 
typed in and the results." 

Security protocols supported (for moni- 
toring) include SSH, VNC, and RDP. 
Connections between eGuardPost and the 
client and target systems can be encrypted. 
The eGuardPost appliance ships with a 
minimum of 130GB of disk space and cre- 
ates daily encrypted backups, which it 
archives off-box.

Finding information on a large corporate 
network takes time, something many IT 
employees lack. New desktop programs 
such as Yahoo! Desktop Search don't sup- 
port fast LAN searches, and the WinXP 
network search function is slow and ineffi- 
cient, especially during busy workdays. On 
a 200-computer network enterprise envi- 
ronment with several subnets, there's a 
great need for faster file searches as IT 
employees share more information remote- 
ly, archive more files to save disk space, 
and bury once-critical documents in long- 
forgotten directories. 

One powerful network search tool is 
File-O-Scope 1 .4, an intuitive program that 
mimics the look and feel of Windows File 
Explorer — even offering drag-and-drop 
functionality. In just a few seconds, you 
can search an entire LAN for one particu- 



lar document or perform multithreaded 
searches that run concurrently. 

LAN administrators can configure 
scheduled searches that run overnight or 
during a lunch break, generating a CSV or 
XML file. Employees can search subdo- 
mains, subnets, and even a range of IP 
addresses. File-O-Scope lets users create 
an unlimited range or list of IP addresses 
and gives each list or range its own name. 
Advanced users can even use a HEX sen- 
tence search option. The program will also 
search ZIP, ARJ, and RAR files. 

Network admins accountable for se- 
curity threats on the network are able 
to quickly locate files that may pose 
a security threat, either because they con- 
tain a virus or spyware.

As VoIP GAINS traction in the 

marketplace, businesses are begin- 
ning to look at the technology's 
security underpinnings.

But as businesses and con- 
sumers embrace the technology 
in increasing numbers, practical 
concerns are beginning to take 
center stage. 

Is VoIP secure? Or is this hot 
technology vulnerable to the same 
types of exploits that afflict other 
Internet- age technologies? This is 
one of the issues we take a look at 
as we explore the VoIP market- 
place in early 2005. 

VoIP Insecurity 

It was only a matter of time 
before hackers and other Internet 
criminals discovered that VoIP 
can provide yet another uninvited 
entrance into private networks. 
The issue is getting enough atten- 
tion in the industry that a new 



A 911 Emergency 

Imagine discovering a fire rag- 
ing out of control in your place of 
business. You reach for the phone, 
dial 911, and quickly reach a call- 
dispatch center in Denver. But, 
your business is in Houston! 

Reliable 911 service is quickly 
becoming one of the key issues 
for VoIP. And the issue is just as 
pertinent for businesses as it is for 
home VoIP users; emergencies 
don't make distinctions between 
homes and businesses. 

The central issue with 911 ser- 
vice and VoIP is the fact that VoIP 
providers do not have access to 
the 911 system. The only way for 
providers to get around this hurdle 
is to require customers to register 
the physical locations where they 
are using the service. In other 
words, if you call 911 using a 
VoIP line, the dispatcher at the 
other end of the line will not auto- 
matically know your location. In 
fact, you may reach a general call 
center and not a 911 dispatcher 
when you dial 911 using VoIP.

organization, called the Voice 
Over IP Security Alliance (VOIP- 
SA), was formed in February 
2005 to begin coordinating an 
industry-wide effort to counteract 
security threats to VoIP. 

Charter members of VOIPSA 
include 3Com, Columbia Univer- 
sity, Symantec, Avaya, Siemens, 
and others. The organization 
"aims to help organizations 
understand and avoid VoIP secu- 
rity risks" via the use of pub- 
lished materials, development of 
tools and methods for VoIP 
security, and the sponsorship 
of projects. 

VOIPSA is currently undertak- 
ing two active projects: the cre- 
ation of a threat taxonomy and 
glossary of terms and the devel- 
opment of user profiles and secu- 
rity requirements for guiding 
future work. 



911 personnel or explaining your 
exact location could mean the dif- 
ference between life and death. 

VoIP providers are trying to 
resolve the situation. For exam- 
ple, Vonage recently contacted all 
RBOCs (Regional Bell Operating 
Companies) to seek help in con- 
necting Vonage' s system to the 
911 emergency network. So far, 
only SBC responded: It denied 
Vonage' s request. Vonage is now 
contemplating asking the FCC 
for help. 

Illinois Governor Rod Blago- 
jevich wants to enact legislation 
that will force VoIP providers 
to offer "seamless 911 service" 
by Sept. 1, 2005. In Michigan 
Attorney General Mike Cox 
warned consumers that VoIP 
providers are not sufficiently 
warning consumers about VoIP's 
911 limitations. And the Texas 



state Attorney General is suing 
Vonage because the company's 
lack of 9 1 1 service nearly cost a 
Houston couple their lives during a 
home invasion. When intruders 
entered the home, the couple's 
daughter was unable to contact 
911 and finally ran to a neighbor's 
home to contact police. 

Strange Competition 

AOL, which is owned by Time 
Warner, began offering VoIP ser- 
vice to its subscribers on April 7, 
2005. According to AOL's press 
release, the company plans to offer 
three levels of its AOL Internet 
Phone Service for current sub- 
scribers, priced at $13.99, $24.99, 
and $29.99 per month for the first 
three months and $18.99, $29.99, 
and $34.99 per month thereafter. 

New subscribers will be able to 
get an introductory package that 
bundles the AOL VoIP service 
with a subscription to AOL's ser- 
vice over broadband for $29.99 
per month for the first six months 
and $39.99 thereafter. 

With the exception of the lowest- 
priced AOL Internet Phone Service 



plan, all plans include unlimited 
calling in the United States and 
Canada. The service will be avail- 
able in 40 of AOL's major markets. 

Other Market News 

Computer Associates is now 
entering the VoIP marketplace 
via its April 7, 2005, acquisition 
of Concord Communications, a 
network management vendor. 
According to CA's press release, 
Concord's eHealth technology 
will be combined with CA's 
own Unicenter technology and 
become part of CA's new En- 
terprise Systems Management 
Business Unit. 

Concord's own acquisitions of 
VoIP management technologies 
made the company an attractive 
target for CA. Also, IDC believes 
this acquisition continues the re- 
cent consolidation trend occurring 
within the network management 
market. This purchase indicates 
CA is getting into the VoIP game, 
if from the network management 
perspective. As VoIP gains mar- 
ketshare in the corporate world, 
the need for network management 



applications that support VoIP 
will increase accordingly. 

In other market news, Verizon 
recently launched a cheaper service 
plan for its VoiceWing VoIP ser- 
vice. The new plan gives customers 
500 minutes of local and domestic 
long distance for $19.95 per month. 
This plan competes directly with 
Vonage' s lower-priced calling 
plan, which also offers 500 month- 
ly minutes for $14.99. 

According to Verizon's press 
release, the company believes two 
types of customers exist for VoIP 
services: those who want the 
sophisticated online functionality 
and those who simply want to 
save money on their phone bills. 
To meet the needs of these two 
different markets, the company is 
launching the cheaper 500- 
minute-per-month calling plan. 

Gaining Ground 

VoIP continues to gain momen- 
tum in the consumer, small to 
midsized business, and enterprise 
marketplaces. But the 911 issue 
and the possible threat of hacker 
attacks on VoIP networks are 
casting a pall on VoIP's otherwise 
rosy outlook. Both issues must be 
resolved so that consumers and 
businesses can gain the same 
level of confidence in VoIP net- 
works that they have in the 
traditional telephone networks. 
Achieving anything less than 
complete equivalence to tradition- 
al telephone services is likely to 
stall VoIP's growth.

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Report From Phoenix 



I attended the Storage 
Networking World 
Event in Phoenix last week. 
I saw old friends from the 
industry and met a few new 
ones. For a dyed-in-the-wool 
storage geek like me, this is 
a great show, offering both a 
stimulating social context as 
well as a chance to catch the 
buzz on new technologies 
and business trends. 

One of the things I did 
this time was pay more 
attention to user group 
activities. It was a bit ironic

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Backing Up, Restoring & 
Rolling The Dice 



I lost another hard 
drive last week — that 
makes two this month. It 
makes me realize that hard 
disks (nay, any kind of 
mechanical media) have a 
limited lifetime. As disks 
get larger, the amount of 
information at risk grows, 
as does the difficulty of 
finding some way to save 
what's important. What I 
really need is a wife who 
can double as an IT manag- 
er, so I don't have to worry 
about keeping my systems 
working smoothly and the 
data backed up and safe. 

After this little scare I 
started looking around for 
better backup solutions. I 
have a license for Nero 6 
Ultra, which can burn 
DVDs, and it did a reason- 
ably good job of archiving 
my most important stuff. 
Now that's the rub isn't it? 
We back up what we think 
is important and leave the 
rest to chance knowing that 
we can rebuild the system if 
there's a major crash. Too 
bad more of us don't actual- 
ly go through the process of 
recovering a system from 



scratch. It's not that easy — 
especially if you try to 
restore a system image to 
different hardware. 

VPC & I Have Parted Ways 

At the last Dev Connec- 
tions conference, I knew 
that VPC and I were quits: 
It locked up too many 
times. After having seen a 
slimbay drive carrier for my 
ThinkPad, I decided that I 
could boot off a second 
Hitachi 7,500rpm drive with 
a demo version of XP, elim- 
inating the need for VPC. I 
was able to build a base sys- 
tem very quickly using the 
ThinkPad Recovery CDs, 
but they did not include the 
latest XP SP2 or the dozens 
of Microsoft/IBM updates 
released since then. Fortu- 
nately, IBM has also been 
working on this issue. I dis- 
covered a (relatively) new 
program called the Think- 
Pad Software Installer. This 
puppy does what Windows 
Update does: It walks the 
Registry to see what IBM 
drivers are installed and 
shows you which drivers 
are out of date. It even 



checks the BIOS version 
and lets you choose which 
drivers to update — includ- 
ing the BIOS— all without 
having to touch (pretty 
much) anything. 

Ghost Fails To Work- 
Again 

Now that I had an image 
to work with, I (naturally) 
thought that Symantec 
Ghost would be able to 
back up the drive/partition 
and let me restore it. Ah, 
no. Although Ghost 9.0 
could back up the partition 
(if the moon is in the right 
alignment), the restored 
version would not boot. I 
called the so-called support 
people and discovered 
(as many, many people 
have discovered) that their 
support staff in India is, 
well, terrible. They are 
barely understandable and 
can't seem to do anything 
but read a script or ask 
someone else for help. I 
wonder if they just phone 
back to the states for 
the hard questions. After 
hours on hold, I gave up 
and dug through Google

The IBM Backup/Restore 
Solution 

After several days of 
frustration, I called IBM 
support and was connected 
to someone in Atlanta. 
Wow, what a difference! 
The IBM people were pro- 
fessional, smart(er), and 
made some great sugges- 
tions — in English — that I 
could understand. I de- 
scribed the problem, and 
they suggested IBM's own 
backup program. I didn't 
want to use it because it 
requires me to dedicate a 
big hunk (up to half) of my 
hard drive to the backup 
image. And what happens 
if I want to use anoth- 
er drive or the original 
drive fails? The support 
staff assured me that the 
new program (released in 
January) would be a far 
better solution. 

I downloaded and in- 
stalled the new IBM Res- 
cue and Recovery beast 
(about 900MB). It couldn't 
have been much easier. 
There is a major problem 
with it, though. I pointed 
the application at my 
120GB USB drive, and 
when I started the back- 
up, it unceremoniously 



formatted it. I lost a ton 
of stuff — fortunately all 
backed up elsewhere. (I 
think.) I told IBM that the 
program should warn you 
twice that it's going to for- 
mat the drive and require 
a note from your mom be- 
fore proceeding, especially 
when it finds data on the 
target drive. They assured 
me that the new version 
now in testing (due out in 
July) fixes this problem. I 
sure hope so. 

The Rescue and Recov- 
ery program also made the 
USB drive bootable. This 
means the next time the 
system is booted with the 
USB drive attached, the 
program (which is also 
integrated into the boot 
loader) boots into a recov- 
ery mode. This will be a 
lot easier than keeping a 
bootable CD (although 
that's still an option). If 
you press Fll when the 
system boots, it launches 
the R&R program from 
somewhere — without a 
drive being attached. I also 
restored my second drive 
with R&R, and it's fast- 
very fast. Where are those 
Ghost Busters when you 
need them?

Research is not just 
for the marketing 
department anymore. More 
than ever, information 
technology managers need 
to pay more attention to 
tools that can help them 
collect stakeholder feed- 
back. In addition to added 
pressures for ecommerce 
applications to generate 
sales, the explosion of 
available data is leading 
users to demand highly 
segmented, easily digest- 
ible information. 

With so many IT depart- 
ments strapped for re- 
sources, you need to avoid 
building and utilizing tools 
that, while cool, don't help 
your organization achieve 
business objectives. Good 
feedback helps the IT de- 
partment be more respon- 
sive to users and focus on 
projects that deliver the 
most value. 

Caring About Research 

Competition and regula- 
tory environments are caus- 
ing companies to emphasize 
business cases. Want a new 
server? Do you have more 



than a vendor's brochure to 
show projected productivity 
gains and cost reductions? 
Sound research is the hall- 
mark of good business 
cases. But there are other 
reasons IT managers should 
be interested in research. 

At the end of 2004, CDW, 
a provider of technology 
solutions to business and 
government, surveyed a sam- 
ple of IT decision makers to 
ask about their top concerns 
in 2005. Interestingly, the 
No. 1 concern had nothing to 
do with technology. Re- 
spondents said executive 
management gave them too 
many No. 1 priorities. A 
stakeholder survey can help 
prioritize projects according 
to value. With data in hand, 
you may have a strong argu- 
ment to delay or kill low- 
value projects.

The emergence of blogs 
and wikis are also popular 
tools for accumulating feed- 
back. Increasingly, these 
tools are easy to use and 
easy to customize. They 
may not always be scientif- 
ic, but blogs are a great way 
for IT managers to keep 
tabs on how internal and 
external customers value 
their performance.

Migrating From Windows 2000 
To Windows 2003 



by Sandra Kay Miller 

Many small to medium-sized enter- 
prises are making the switch from 
Windows 2000 to 2003, and they are 
finding it is much more complicated 
than their past server upgrades. Many 
made the switch to Win2000 Server to 
take advantage of Active Directory's 
simplification of network administra- 
tion and resource allocation. However, 
the proverbial thorn in the side of the 
current migration from Win2000 to 
Win2003 appears to be Microsoft 
Active Directory — so much so that 
there are a number of freely available 
migration tools to aid organizations 
making the switch. 

Not So Simple 

"Upgrading my servers used to be as 
simple as popping in the CD and fol- 
lowing the wizards," says David 
Watson, IT administrator for a mid- 
sized electronics manufacturer. Despite 
administering his Windows network 
for several years, Watson chose to 
bring in an outside contractor to per- 
form the migration. "I set up clones of 
my production servers in a lab environ- 
ment to test Windows 2003 with all our 
applications and interfaces, but there 
was just so much additional stuff that 
had to be done to ensure a successful 
installation," says Watson. 

Prior to upgrading, the Microsoft util- 
ity Adprep prepares Win2000 domains 
and forests to migrate to Windows 
Server 2003 by extending the schema, 
updating default security descriptors of 
selected objects, and adding new direc- 
tory objects as needed for applications. 

Unfortunately, this was one of the 
snags for Watson. "The utility itself 
creates problems on servers running 



Exchange 2000 — something called 
'object mangling.' Well, it mangled our 
migration attempts," laments Watson. 
Recognizing the issue, Microsoft issued 
a hotfix (Knowledge Base article 
314649). Once the hotfix was applied, 
it was back to running Win2003 forest- 
prep and domainprep in order to pre- 
pare the system for migration. 

Extensive Preparation 

Not only do IT shops have to physi- 
cally prepare their systems for a 
Win2003 migration, they also have to 
consider extensive logistical plan- 
ning — with migration being the key 
word. "Don't think of this as an 
upgrade," Watson warns. 

Watson's contractor had to first 
establish a new domain controller and 
then migrate the residual domain con- 
trollers by demoting, reformatting, 
and reinstalling them. Additionally, 
the contractor needed to run a forest- 
prep and domainprep utility for 
Exchange during the change. 

Going It Alone 

Many SMEs don't have the budget 
for calling in a pro for a Win2000 to 
Win2003 migration. The Blue Moun- 
tain Medical Group, a small physi- 
cians' practice with five offices, only 
had two people in its IT department. 
"We needed to make the change to 
Windows 2003 so we could take 
advantage of the enhanced security 
features for HIPAA compliance," 
explains Matt Davis. 

Davis stresses that a successful 
migration to Win2003 hinges on hav- 
ing an in-depth knowledge of Active 
Directory and having it properly set 
up and configured on the Win2000 
system prior to migration. 



Windows 2003 Migration 
Features & Improvements 



The following are improvements and new features IT managers will find when they 
migrate from Windows 2000 to 2003. 

Active Directory Improvements 

Active Directory is fully integrated in Win2003 at the OS level and offers new features 
including cross-forest trusts, the capability to rename domains, and the ability to deacti- 
vate attributes and classes in the schema so that their definitions can be changed. 

Clustering (Eight-Node Support) 

Clustering lets multiple servers (nodes) remain in constant communication, which 
offers high availability and scalability for mission-critical applications, such as data- 
bases, messaging systems, and file and print services. 

Command-Line Management 

For system administrators who eschew GUIs, an improved command-line Win2003 
offers is the WMI (Windows Management Instrumentation). This WMIC (WMI command- 
line) works with existing shells and utility commands and can be enhanced by scripts. 

Group Policy Management Console 

The GPMC builds the framework for managing Group Policy in Win2003. Using GPMC, 
small to medium-sized enterprises can better utilize Active Directory's management 
features. 

Emergency Management Services 

Network administrators can install and manage a computer without a monitor, VGA display 
adaptor, keyboard, or mouse using the Emergency Management Services. It can also be 
used for remote management and system recovery tasks when a server is inaccessible 
through the network or other standard remote-administration tools and methods. 

Secure Wireless LAN (802.1 X) 

Advanced support for 802. 1X includes authentication and encryption for physical 
access, dynamic key determination, and user authentication. 



"Our saving grace was the Active 
Directory Migration Tool," says 
Davis. The ADMT is a freely avail- 
able tool from Microsoft. Using the

ADMT, Davis completed the migra- 
tions of domains, user accounts, pro- 
files, and computers. Most important- 
ly, the ADMT let Davis migrate sys- 
tem identifiers he frequently uses to 
track computers at various physical 
sites. Additionally, the ADMT helped 
Davis with password migration, SID- 
mapping files for security, and agent 
credentials. 

"Basically, ADMT is a schema 
mover," explains Davis. This is 
extremely important during a Win2000 
to Win2003 migration because of 
the lack of flexibility AD has in 
regards to making modifications to 
the schema. 

The Security Factor 

Similar to Davis' needs for regu- 
latory compliance, security factors are 
driving SMEs to switch to Win2003. 
Concord Logistics moves millions of 
dollars of consumer goods through 
its trucking logistic centers in the 
Northeast. According to its IT director, 
Robin Travs, Win2000 isn't keeping 
pace with wireless communications 
and applications, such as GPS tracking 
and RFID supply chain, when it comes 
to security. 

"We were specifically interested 
in the 802. IX support offered by 
Windows 2003," Travs says. Win2000 
couldn't ensure that only trusted access 
points and switches could connect and 
exchange packets with Concord's inter- 
nal network. Travs can also take advan- 
tage of Win2003 automatic key man- 
agement, an issue he wrestled with 
before the migration. 

SMEs have various reasons for 
making the switch from Windows 
2000 to 2003, but overall, it boils 
down to Microsoft integrating the 
demands of the enterprise into a 
secure, manageable, and scalable 
server. Despite the difficulties and 
challenges faced during their migra- 
tions, Travs, Davis, and Watson are 
glad they made the change.

Which IT Skills 
To Keep In-house 



The Decision Involves 
Numerous Factors

When it comes to hiring IT functions, 
small to medium-sized enterprises would do 
well to look to the airlines. The personnel 
they hire, and work hardest to keep, fill vital, 
highly skilled functions such as pilots or nav- 
igators. The same holds true for MIS. Any 
top management or strategy function, or 
those positions with "analyst" at the end of 
the title, should be hired specifically to fill a 
niche. In addition, those who can transmit 
skills to others, no matter what position they 
hold in-house, are worthy hires. 

Keep Competitive Advantage Home 

SMEs are continually confronted with the 
twin-edged blade of cost control and opera- 
tional efficiency. This is especially true when 
considering what kinds of people should be 
hired in-house and what tasks have to be put on 
the back burner. 

Any business activity associated with a 
firm's competitive advantage is worth fill- 
ing with hires, says Andrew Bartels, a 
Forrester senior research analyst. "Pro- 
cesses that are developmental should not be 
outsourced, but operational processes are 
another story," he says. Bartels thinks there 
are certain kinds of personnel who are key 
to data centers. "In general," he says, "peo- 
ple who can craft, teach, and coach are bet- 
ter to hire internally." 



Don't yield to the temptation of trying to 
use consultants to perform these tasks. 
"Employees tend to view consultants as 
people who will be gone in 30 days, mak- 
ing them easy to ignore." Certain positions 
should be at the top of an SME's hiring 
queue, including network or systems ana- 
lysts, operation research analysts, business 
requirement analysts, and any position that 
requires professionals who must identify 
problems and solutions. 

Less important to hire directly, says 
Bartels, are programmers and support spe- 
cialists. Similarly, security and storage are 
also areas that might not require in-house 
expertise but need attention just the same. 

"As small businesses acquire networks, 
they become just as vulnerable as the big 
guys do," says Merle Sandler, a senior 
research analyst with IDC. Despite that, 
Sandler thinks network security and storage 
specialists are not priority hires for SMEs. 
Instead, she says, contractors are a prefer- 
able solution for these two functions. 
"Security appliances can be handled 
remotely," she says. "A local VAR will set 
things up." 

Bartels agrees SMEs should not be think- 
ing about security and storage as a neces- 
sary hiring decision. Consultants are a bet- 
ter choice than internal hires in security 
because their experience with various com- 
panies adds a lot of value to the solutions 
they will propose, he says. 

Medium-sized enterprises are hard- 
pressed to justify hiring security or stor- 
age specialists, Sandler says. "Storage can 



be managed offsite, similar to offsite 
backup." Bartels thinks storage is the one 
data center activity that might be served 
offsite. "The key question for SMEs is, 
'What is your capacity to manage addi- 
tional hardware?' " If the answer is 
"Not much," then off-premise storage is 
worth consideration. Off-premise storage 
is a good strategy because disaster recov- 
ery systems may also be located offsite, 
he says. 

How Important Is Scale? 

Ken Brill is the chief executive officer 
of the knowledge community Uptime 
Institute. His clients — half of which are 
Fortune 50 companies — benchmark and 
share information about power and cool- 
ing infrastructure in data centers. 

Uptime works with its clients to improve 
their availability by assuring their power 
and cooling systems have a minimum of 
downtime. By any measure, the institute 
would make a classic client for an IT out- 
sourcing firm. And yet, Brill has gone to 
the IT hiring well repeatedly: 15 times in 
the last 10 years. 

"The IT resources around here (near 
Santa Fe) stink," he says. "There aren't 
enough IT firms in the region to create a 
competitive hiring market." 

Not surprisingly, Uptime's IT depart- 
ment consisted of one person who was 
a kind of jack-of- all-trades and a master 
of many. That individual handled the 
help desk, all hardware and software, and 
the network. 



Certified Skills Pay Increases 



Acquiring certifications can pay off in the long run. According to Foote Partners, IT professionals who have specialized certifications, such as the ones 
listed below for Cisco, received increased salaries.

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After Uptime studied its operation last 
year, it discovered its single IT person was 
spending 80% of his time on the help desk. 
This prompted Brill to add another person 
whose sole responsibility was the help 
desk. "Now the other person is a hard- 
ware/software specialist, and he is our 
CIO," he says. 

Last year Brill sent Uptime's payroll and 
benefits outside the company. "I am no 
longer an employee of Uptime," he says. 
"My employees and I work for TriNet." 
TriNet, an HR outsourcer, helps smaller 
employers get better benefits for their 
employees and reduce their payroll costs 
by pooling company employees into a larg- 
er group. 

Brill thinks larger firms can benefit from 
hiring outside help, but small to medium- 
sized enterprises will have a harder time 
than larger ones to gain the attention of 
someone who is not part of the in-house 
management team. That's why he wants 
those key functions filled on staff. "There 
is no free lunch," he says. "Outsourcers 
don't have the same vested interest in your 
success that you do." 

It is his leeriness over the scale problem 
he perceives to be a part of the hiring/ 
contracting question, coupled with the local 
IT employment market, that has kept Brill 
in the market for those key positions. 



Skills As Commodities 



One way to look at jobs in the data center 
is to consider which skills are in demand 
and which ones are worth premium prices 
in the IT employment marketplace. The 
value of both certified and noncertified IT 
skills increased significantly last year after 
several years of decline, says David Foote, 
co-founder and chief research officer of 
Foote Partners, an IT research consultan- 
cy firm. 

Foote's firm performs a quarterly market 
value study concerning 150 IT skills covering 
46,000 North American and European work- 
ers. "At this time last year, skills pays were 
terrible," says Foote. "There were overall 
declines of 6% to 8%. But one year later, the 
pendulum has swung to the other side with 
increases of 1 % to 4% in 2004." 

Noncertified networking, internetworking, group- 
ware, messaging, application development 
skills, and language skills are all on the rise in 
value paid. Database and Web/ecommerce 
skills are cycling downward in value. 

Certified networking, systems administration 
and engineering, and applications develop- 
ment and programming languages are up in 
value. Beginner certifications, project manage- 
ment, and Web/Internet skills are down. The 
most significant gains in value, according to 
the Foote survey, seem to have accrued to 
communication skills, business process, and 
system management. This is no accident, 
says Foote.

Servers: Do You 
Buy Or Lease? 



Either Option 

Meets Different IT Needs 



by Ericka Chickowski 

When it comes to his servers, 

Kenneth McCardle would much 
prefer leasing to buying. "I prefer 
to lease equipment that be- 
comes obsolete during a short 
time or equipment that has lots 
of moving parts," says McCardle, 
assistant vice president of Infor- 
mation Systems for Southern 
Farm Bureau Casualty Insurance. 
"There is not much in this indus- 
try that stays fresh past three 
years. When you have planned 
obsolescence like that and want to 
switch after 36 months, a lease is 
a much easier way to handle 
things." 

McCardle says that leasing 
terms are so agreeable that orga- 
nizations rarely have to pay more 
for premium equipment. As South- 
ern District Director for the board 
of AITP (Association of IT 
Professionals), he often recom- 
mends that colleagues in the indus- 
try consider leasing. 

Cash Flow 

According to those who prefer 
leasing, the No. 1 reason leasing 
can be a boon is to do away with 
cash flow concerns. "In my in- 
dustry, when natural catastro- 
phes occur, it can set us back," 
McCardle says. "All of a sudden 
the CEO says 'Whoops, stop 
spending money,' which makes it 
more difficult to replace obsolete 
equipment. When you lease you 
don't have to worry about having 
a bad year and putting the brakes 
on replacing obsolete equipment." 

Pat McGonigal, CFO at iHealth 
Technologies, agrees that lease 
terms help with cash flow issues. 
"We didn't look at the financing in 
terms of how much we could save 



but rather risk avoidance by keep- 
ing our cash on hand and paying 
over time," explains McGonigal. 

iHealth handles health insur- 
ance claims editing and coding 
for insurance companies across 
the country. The business re- 
quires a sound server setup to 
handle intensive calculations as 
well as the security technology 



the ability to standardize the IT 
environment without the upfront 
risk and cost of buying all the 
equipment from a single vendor. 
In addition to leasing servers from 
HP, Keen also leases PCs and 
printers from the company. 

"Like most small to medium- 
sized businesses, we used to pur- 
chase our computer equipment 
based on the best price at the 
time of procurement," Phil Chap- 
man, vice president of Finance 
for Keen Engineering, says,

required to comply with HIPAA 
privacy regulations. 

"For a growing company, cash 
flow is king. Our client arrange- 
ments are 'pay for performance,' 
so we must deliver value every 
day to sustain our economics," 
McGonigal says. "The lease terms 
made it attractive for us to spread 
the payments over three years, 
thereby aligning cash outflows 
with revenue inflows." 

Server leases can also help 
maximize the effectiveness of 
money spent. Many small to 
medium-sized enterprises use 
smaller servers that have a higher 
technological refresh rate than 
even today's PCs. By forgoing the 
commitment of a purchase, a 
business can upgrade server mus- 
cle in a timely fashion without 
much additional cash outflow. 

Uniformity 

Another advantage to leasing, 
according to Keen Engineering, is

"Consequently, our IT infrastruc- 
ture ended up containing a wide 
variety of different vendors' 
devices. As our growth rate start- 
ed to accelerate, we were advised 
by our IT consultants to standard- 
ize and simplify the environment 
to help make ongoing support 
more efficient and cost effective." 

Similarly, McGonigal explains 
that his lease with Sun gives 
iHealth the ability to swap out 
or add Sun equipment before 
his term was up. "Sun Finance 
gave us ultimate flexibility to add 
onto the lease, roll new equipment 
into the existing lease, and so on," 
he says. 

Companies should examine the 
fine print of their terms before 
signing, however, because this 
flexibility is not always built into 
leasing contracts. Often it takes a 
bit of negotiation to allow for 
early swaps or upgrades without 
incurring heavy surcharges. 

If They've Got The Money, 
They'll Pay Cash 

Despite McCardle' s predilec- 
tion for leasing equipment, 
Southern Farm Bureau Casualty 
Insurance prefers not to lease. 
"You can lease newer, faster 
hardware for equal to or less 
than buying," he says. "You 
never have to ask to lower the 
budget. No one questions that, 
with one exception." 

McCardle is overruled in the 
leasing decision by the company 
CFO. The disagreement between 
him and the CFO underlines the 
main disadvantage of leasing. 
"When leasing you are betting 
on the residual value at the end 
of the lease, and there are usual- 
ly finance charges attached to 
the price," McCardle says. 
"When you've got a lot of 
money on hand, such as in our 
case, most CFOs like to pay cash 
and not pay any more than they 
have to." 

In essence, his CFO views 
leasing as a form of financing. 
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Because the insurance industry is 
based on its own complicated 
financing deals, McCardle says 
the CFO prefers not to engage in 
"loans" if the company has the 
cash to pay. However, that can 
leave IT's hands tied in years 
such as these, when the insurance 
company has paid a large amount 
of money on hurricane claims and 
subsequently frozen much of his 
budget for new assets. 

"Being the one trying to get 
the older equipment to play 
nice, I know that what they 
don't factor in is the cost of 
engaging a help desk," he says. 
"When things start breaking, they 
never break at opportune times. 
Especially if a server breaks, the 
disruption to the business day 
can be tremendous." 

Another intangible that bean 
counters may forget to factor is 
the aggravation and cost of dis- 
posing of old equipment. These 
days charities are picky about 
what they accept from businesses, 
and it often costs money to get rid 
of old server equipment. But if it 
is a business case of cash vs. 
financing, most likely the CFO 
will hold more clout than the 
IT manager. 

Other Factors 
For Purchase 

CFOs will often overrule an 
IT department eager to lease 
servers if the equipment use will 
likely extend beyond three years. 
For example, if the business is 
looking at mainframe servers 
with a longer service life, 
it becomes financially benefi- 
cial to buy rather than lease. 
The general rule of thumb, as 
McCardle pointed out, is to buy 
if the equipment has a life 
beyond 36 months. 

Another factor is the migration 
time between leases. A business 
needs to figure the length of 
migration into the lease time. 
Administrators tend to under- 
estimate migration time, particu- 
larly for situations where they 
have leased multiple servers. 
Many businesses spend extra 
money at the end of the lease 
for late charges in connection 
with migration hassles, thereby 
eliminating a number of the 
financial benefits of leasing.

Check Point Software Looks To The Future 
Of Attacks & Network Security

IT PROFESSIONALS ARE FACED with the 

unenviable task of maintaining security 
across burgeoning corporate networks. 
They are subjected to increasingly demand- 
ing government regulation and beset by 
ever-more sophisticated attacks. The goals 
of maintaining easy accessibility for autho- 
rized users while preventing attacks and 
preserving the integrity of sensitive corpo- 
rate data are not unattainable, but they 
are certainly elusive. And the pressure 
is mounting. Bill Jensen, product market- 
ing manager at Check Point Software 
Technologies, says, "People are now 
dependent on the Internet for basic business 
processes, as well as email for communica- 
tions. If the network goes down because of 
security issues, revenue and productivity 
are both directly affected." 

Changing Paradigms 

When asked about the changes taking 
place in network security today, Jensen 
immediately noted radical changes in the 
security devices used in today's networks. 
"We've seen an expansion or explosion of 
the number of security devices used on the 
network, to remote offices and inside the 
network. Management has become a huge 
issue as the number of devices expands." 

Jensen is also quick to point out substan- 
tial changes in the type of security threats 
faced by today's networks. "First, the para- 
digm of security threats has changed from 
network-level attacks, such as DoS, to 
application-level attacks, such as worms. 
Attacks now come in disguised as legiti- 
mate traffic, and traditional firewalls are 
not equipped to stop these attacks." In addi- 
tion, security is often lapsing because mea- 
sures are often applied inconsistently 
as networks grow to enormous sizes. 
"Consistently applying security has become 
a huge challenge that is mandated by 
regulations such as Sarbanes-Oxley and 
HIPAA. As more devices are deployed, it 
has become very hard to manage these 
devices without some sort of centralized 
management." Without consistent security 
measures deployed equally across an enter- 
prise, the probability of security breaches 
(resulting in data loss and company liabili- 
ty) increases dramatically. 

Questionable Effectiveness 

A large part of the security problem, says 
Jensen, is that while the threats have been 
changing and evolving, the basic tactics 
used to combat those threats have remained 
largely unchanged. "For an SME there is 
an emphasis on protecting at the perime- 
ter — having a firewall in place — and then 
using antivirus [software] at the desktop." 
This strategy is not very effective. "For one 
thing, many of the firewalls used are not 
equipped to detect today's types of 
attacks," says Jensen. 

Jensen argues that the use of IDS/IPS 
technologies to strengthen network security 
against application-level attacks may be 
adding complexity and management over- 
head that actually weakens a network's 
overall security. "But what happened is 
when they [IT departments] deployed these 
[IDS/IPS security appliances] as standalone 
devices, the configuration became very 
complex and didn't work very well with 



their existing security infrastructure. Now, 
they are looking to the firewall to stop it." 

But a broader and more far-reaching 
issue — lack of a cohesive security strategy 
for the SME — also threatens network secu- 
rity. The problem is especially bad for 
mobile employees using laptops and PDAs. 
Jensen says, "The majority of SMEs have 
not produced an effective strategy for desk- 
top security. How do you protect all the 
desktop and laptop computers beyond 
antivirus? We've seen increased traction 
from individuals placing personal firewalls 
(solutions they've purchased themselves) 
on their laptops, but not an increase in cen- 
tralized management efforts for the SME. 
To effectively secure these laptops, the 
SMEs need to standardize and centrally 
manage these personal firewalls." 

Looking Ahead 

Even when IDS/IPS technologies are 
incorporated into firewall systems, the tra- 
ditional perimeter approach to security is

simply inadequate to stem the tide of 
today's attacks. "Often these attacks are 
bypassing the perimeter via laptops; they 
get infected at home and then are brought 
into the internal network, setting the worms 
loose inside the secure area," notes Jensen. 
One of the emerging trends that Jensen has 
observed is an increasing awareness of 
internal security, as well as a renaissance in 
internal network security products. "That's 
why we're seeing an increased emphasis on 
protecting the internal network, and solu- 
tions are starting to appear to help with 
that. Focusing on internal security will also 
help with compliance efforts and improve 
the ability to stop internal security viola- 
tions. In 2004 Check Point introduced 
InterSpect, the industry's first and only 
complete internal security solution, provid- 
ing the deepest and most intelligent securi- 
ty available for safeguarding corporate net- 
works from damaging cyber attacks that are 
introduced inside the network." 

IT staff should also expect to see a con- 
solidation in security products, allowing 
fewer products to supply greater functional- 
ity. Jensen explains, "We are seeing the 
consolidation of security products in the 
medium-sized business sector. They 
[administrators] are looking for a single 
solution that covers firewall, VPN, intru- 
sion prevention, and antivirus. The reason 
for this is that they often do not have the IT 
resources (either people or money) to 
deploy best-of-breed solutions." And when 
it comes to the software vs. hardware argu- 
ment, Jensen recognizes that the increasing 
popularity of security appliances must 
be carefully evaluated according to your 



environment and resources. "Appliances 
obviously offer organizations a lot, espe- 
cially for branch offices. They make securi- 
ty simple to deploy in areas where you may 
not have IT staff. However, it comes at a 
price. Appliances by themselves do not 
offer the flexibility of software." 

Finally, Jensen warns administrators to 
take added precautions against clear and 
present threats such as instant messaging. 
"Instant messaging is increasingly becom- 
ing a vector for attackers to target. Users 
often install IM without permission from 



their IT team, and attackers are finding 
vulnerabilities. That's why it's important 
that security solutions learn to identify 
and control IM traffic." He also empha- 
sizes the importance of continuous securi- 
ty information and training for IT person- 
nel. "They [IT staff] need continuous 
information on the threats that are appear- 
ing. This happens for the more sophisti- 
cated environments, but most of the time, 
IT staff members are so busy that they 
don't know about new threats until after 
something happens." 



What's Next 



I Faster Optical Modulators Coming 

Optical modulators are critical elements of optical communications. These 
modulators break beams into the digital data streams that are carried between comput- 
ers and buildings, states, and even countries. Eventually, advances in optical communi- 
cation may even allow for quantum leaps of speed between computer components, even 
within individual chips. In the near- term, a major challenge for developers has been to 
create optical modulators that can reach and exceed the lOGbps mark without resorting 
to exotic and expansive materials and technologies. Because photons are 250,000 times 
lighter than electrons, researchers expect optical communication technologies to even- 
tually replace copper wiring, to allow for much faster networking and device communi- 
cation than is possible today. Companies such as Intel and Primarion are racing to 
develop their products, but Luxtera, with technological assistance from the California 
Institute of Technology, has emerged with a silicon-based optical modulator that 
promises to support lOGbps by late 2006 or early 2007. 

IBM Now Renting Its Genes 

Although utility computing is sparking a great deal of interest within the busi- 
ness community, the actual logistics of providing the processing power — and billing for 
that processing power — has proven to be a quandary to both providers and potential 
consumers. Still, industry heavyweights are testing the waters, offering up their ser- 
vices in hopes of coming to understand the best ways to approach the market. 

IBM is certainly not a new player in this arena. Its Deep Computing Capacity on Demand 
project started in 2003, allowing for short-term computing utilization. IBM has several dif- 
ferent computing platforms and OSes available, and now it has added its Blue Gene/L to the 
mix. This Linux system was originally developed to assist with life science research (such 
as protein formation). The Blue Gene/L packs 1,024 dual-core Power processors into a sin- 
gle rack. The cost is substantial, about $10,000 per week for just one eighth of the rack (128 
processors). Competitors such as Sun Microsystems are also aggressively providing com- 
puting-on-demand services at rates of $1 per processor per hour. Science and research com- 
panies are the most enthusiastic consumers of these services at the moment, but interest is 
growing as more industries use computing power for increasingly intensive tasks (such as 
scouring complex sales data for elusive purchasing patterns). 

Open Source Means More Service 

Traditional software sales rely on licensing fees as the principle source of rev- 
enue. Although this remains a viable model for many software developers, open- source 
software developers are faced with a unique dilemma: They cannot license software 
that is open-source. This often leaves developers without the sizable up-front licensing 
that is vital to survival. However, open-source software developers are finding alterna- 
tive avenues to generate continuous revenue through the use of maintenance contracts, 
which include such services as installation, training, and regular software updates. 

This is not a new idea, and large companies such as Oracle make more on product 
updates and support than on initial sales. What is changing is the introduction of small- 
er and more dynamic open- source developers in a far more competitive marketplace. 
New firms aren't just vying to support their own unique software but are actually able 
to compete against other software developers to support their open- source products. 
This is a potential boon for businesses that use open-source software because they will 
have access to a broader and more diverse array of software support resources, rather 
than being locked into a single software provider.
